one of infantry, have been ordered 
forward from spinal. 
Concentrate at JDusteldorf 
Troops were quietly concentrating 
at Dusseldorf in small detachments. 
Tanks and armored cars will form 
the advance guard it 
is 
reported 
when actual invasion of the Ruhr 
starts. 
All that was needed to put in mo­ 
tion the horiton blue machinery of 
war which France has drilled and 
kept so long throughout the Rhine­ 
land was word from Paris that the 
reparations commission had formally 
found Germany in fault. 
Infantry, It was 
believed, 
then 
would be rushed to lessen to support 
the engineers and railway detach­ 
ments, and from that center French 
troops would spread 
through 
the 
Ruhr valley. 
France Is Cautious 
For all this business like attitude 
and the pulse of war drums along 
the Rhine border, it was bel ieved 
France 
would 
proceed 
cautiously 
and that actual invasion cannot yet 
be said to have begun. 
France wants to learn 
more 
of 
America's intentions regarding her 
troops and about what Britain is go­ 
ing to do next before taking Irrevo­ 
cable action.

stationed here want to stay. 
Tin 
French troops in the vicinity were* or­ 
dered to remain in quarters to pre­ 
vent clashes with inhabitants of the 
occupied region, and the doughboys 
had to do double duty, but with pay 
running over three million marks a 
year and a pride in their parti# ipa- 
tion in the 
latest 
European 
war 
game, the Americans an* 
keen 
for 
staying on. 
Pessimists in the ranks 
figure they will be homeward bound 
in a month.

everywhere there was evidence that 
if the French go into the Ruhr they 
will do so with a rush and with all 
the tanks, armored cars, airplaner 
75’s, light field pieces and engineer­ 
ing equipment will be pushed into 
the valleys of the Ruhr along with 
the first Infantry troops.

"It la our way to pay aa we go so 
far a* we can.

Attorney General II. M. DAUGHERTY has made a ruling that 
will check the ignoble procedure of those who, hiding themselves 
behind such terms as the “ open shop" and “ American plan," have 
been deliberately refusing to supply m aterial* to Arms that employ 
union help. 
The camouflage1 which ha* been used to disguise the nod in 
tention of such opponents of labor organizations has not blinded 
careful observer*, who ha\< seen that the terms “open shop” and 
“ American plan" were in many case** used as the meanest kind 
of propaganda. 
Theft* i* nothing much more contemptible than 
the deliberate misrepresentation of terms, by which the public Is 
led to bel to vt that a certain program which is in line with public 
policy is being pursued when, a* a matter of fact, ju st the opposite 
is being carried out. 
The expression of public opinion in America has proved con­ 
clusively that Americans favor the “ open shop." 
They conclude 
that this is the “ American plan.*’ 
Such an arrangement In in­ 
dustry allows any man to work who wishes to work whether he 
does or does not belong to a union of worker*. 
And there is every 
reason to believe that this is the best possible condition if the em-1 
ployer and employe seek to do the just and mutually helpful thing. 
Such, however, has not been the practice of many m anager* 
of “ big business” who under false colors have proclaimed their 
belief in the “ American plan” while they were refusing to con­ 
sider any relations with employers who employed any union help. 
It is just such tactic* as those that prevent a fair decision by the 
public in industrial disputes. 
The real purpose of such men is 
hidden behind the smooth propaganda which the public ha* handed 
out to it. 
Those who deliberately discriminate against shops that em­ 
ploy union help should lie railed to account. 
Their attempts to 
break the unions bv enlisting public sympathy through their use 
of the term the “ American plan” is nothing other than despicable. 
Utilizing the American sense of fair-play to defeat the end of 
American justice is to be condemned in anyone. Just such an at­ 
titude a* this, which hides behind the term American, is producing 
contempt for things American and bringing in the spirit that seeks 
the repudiation of our American system of government. 
And it 
is net only hypocritical, it is unlawful, as the attorney general ha* 
pointed nut in announcing that it contravenes the conspiracy 
clauses of the Clayton act.

There are reason* that make it likely that the proposal will 
come to nought. 
If it has for its inspiration a desire to improve 
the general welfare of Superior ii may win results, but if it is 
Irised upon the idea that because “ Superior is not a city of wealth, 
but a workingman’s town,” Vac business and professional inter- 
eats should unite with labor in assisting labor in it* tight the pro­ 
posal is already defeated. 
One of the chief causes of trouble in our communities lies in 
ihe fact that the strongest seek to rule and the majority to push 
through its program without nu eh thought upon the minority in­ 
terests. The m ajority expects that the minority will alw ays yield 
to its desire* and believe* that by such yielding the good of the 
city will be secured. 
This is u t alway* true. 
Minorities lia\e 
some rights, and all of the intelligence in a city is not confined 
within the majority. 
Just because Superior is a workingman’s 
town, it will be hard for I hi* workingmen to concede the right cl 
che smaller group* to hold opinions of their own. 
If the other elements in Superior are to be allowed to sxpress 
their opinions, which will be considered for what they are worth 
and not arbitrarily brushed aside because they are minority vein­ 
ier*, the proposed get together may lead to good results. 
Such 
a conference, however, is not likely to affect the strike situation, 
which the business and professional men had nothing to do with 
in the beginning, and which, at this late stage of the industrial 
struggle, they cannot improve by any stand that they may take. 
it is infinitely hard to bring various interests together on m at­ 
ter* of dispute in industry; but in civic m atters, having for their 
purpose the general w elfare of the city, they may got together 
in confidence as Superior people united for Superior.

WHAT are commonly considered rn revolutionary idea> are in 
many cases not such when analyzed but simply the formulation of 
plans for shifting the burden. When labor is receiving high wages 
and profits are correspondingly reduced organized business seeks 
to shift this burden— the burden of struggling along on a small 
profit— from its shoulders to the shoulders of labor which it seeks 
to compel to struggle along on a reduced wage. This shifting of 
the burden goes on continually whether one or the other is on top. 
Neither of the parties to this shifting of the burden is much bene­ 
fitted by the passing of the burden from one to the other, nor is 
the general advantage of the country helped in any way by it. 
While the foregoing is true, a way of changing tile order of 
business as at present constituted is not easily arrived at. 
The 
problem is to find a way of disposing of the amount saved by a 
reduction of wages or a deduction of profits. 
A resolutions com­ 
mittee, appointed by the farmer-banker conference which met in 
Minneapolis last week, submitted a proposal calling for the “ par­ 
ticipation of labor groups, organized and unorganized, in reduc­ 
tion of cost of diving, with economies resulting from wage re­ 
ductions not to be absorbed in profits of organized business." 
The recommendation is a good one, but so long as business and

SHIFTING THE BURDEN 


W h a t are commonly considered as revolutionary ideas are in 
many cases not such when analyzed but simply tho formulation of 
plans for shifting- the burden. When labor is receiving high wages 
and profits are correspondingly reduced organized 'business seeks 
to shift this burden—the burden of struggling along on a small 
profit—from its shoulders to the shoulders of labor which it seeks 
to compel to struggle along on a reduced wage. This shifting of 
the burden goes on continually whether one or the other is on top. 
Neither of the parties to this shifting of the burden is much bene­ 
fitted by the passing of the burden from one to the other, nor is 
the general advantage of the country helped in any way by it. 
While the foregoing is true, a waV of changing the order of 
business as at present constituted is not easily arrived at. 
The 
problem is to find a way of disposing of the amount saved by a 
reduction of wages or a deduction of profits. A resolutions com­ 
mittee, appointed by the farmer-banker conference which met in 
Minneapolis last week, submitted a proposal calling for tho “par­ 
ticipation of labor groups, organized and unorganized, in reduc­ 
tion of cost of living, with economies resulting from wage re­ 
ductions not to be absorbed in profits of organized business.*’ 
The recommendation is a good one, but so long as business and 
labor are so organized that they play the game of shifting the
